T>EAUTIFUL. AND NOW LOOK MAGAZINE and 
" William Manchester are suing my newspaper, the 1 
World Journal Tribune, for $700,000. They say the 
newspaper came out with parts of “The Death of a 
President” seven hours before the release time set by 
Look. They also say the newspaper used more than 
the 300-rword limit on quotes from the article in the 
magazine. 

It’s absolutely marvelous. And this new lawsuit 
has brought this whole book thing which I had for- 
gotten about back into my mind. And I have been 
- moved to do a very great thing. 

1 What moved me is that when this great hook controversy 
’ Started 30 years ago. Look and Manchester were screaming ! 

; that the Kennedys were trying to copyright American history. 

; But now Manchester says he got that all settled, and he is 
' the sole owner of this American history and he has leased it 
to Look magazine for a few weeks for $665,000. Look says 
; that because it has bought the lease on this American history 
■ it will let you have only 300 words of it at a time. Why any- 
body would want any of the words Is a question. Manchester 
; writes like a girl and his stories so far read like they belong in 
True Confession magazine. But anyway. Look keeps saying 
you can have only the 300 words and then only at 6 p.m. at 
night when it is dark in the wintertime. 

AND NOW TO PROTECT THIS American history they 
own, they are down to suing my newspaper. This caused me 
to do the very great thing. What I am going to do is, today I 
. am going into Federal Court in Foley Square and I am going 
to sue Bobby Kennedy, Jackie Kennedy, William Manchester, 
the whole staff of Look, plus Harper and Row, publishers. 

I’m going to sue them because I never got a chance to write 
the book.
